His  Defcription  of  it. 

This  Antiquity,  becaufe  the  Architraves  are  fet  upon  the 
Heads  of  the  upright  Stones,  and  hang,  as  it  were 
in  the  Air,  is  generally  known  by  the  Name  of 
Stone-Heng  ;  the  whole  Work  in  General  being 
of  a  circular  Form,  is  i  lo  Feet  Diameter;  double 
wing'd  about,  without  a  Roof;  anciently  environed 
with  a  deep  Trench,  ftill  appearing  about  30  Feet 
broad,  fo  that  betwixt  it  and  the  Work  itfelf,  a  large 
and  void  fpace  of  Ground  being  left,  it  had  from 
the  Plain  3  open  Entrances;  the  moft  confpicuous 
lies  North-eaft ;  at  each  of  which  was  raifed,  on 
the  Out-fide  of  the  Trench  aforefaid,  two  huge 
Stones,  Gateways ;  parellel  whereunto,  on  the  In- 
fide,  two  others  of  lefs  Proportions:  The  inner 
Part  of  the  Work  confifting  of  an  Exagonal  Figure, 
was  raifed  by  due  Symmetry  upon  the  Bafis  of  4 
Equilaterial  Triangles,  which  formed  the  whole 
Strudure ;  this  inner  Part  likewife  was  double,  ha- 
ving within  it  alfo  another  Exagon  raifed  ;  and  all 
that  Part  within  the  Trench  fited  upon  a  command- 
ing Ground,  eminent  and  higher  by  much  than  any 
of  the  Plain  lying  without,  and  in  the  midfl:  thereof 
"upon  a  Foundation  of  hard  Chalk.  The  Work  itfelf 
was  placed,  that  from  what  Part  foever  they  came  to 
it,  they  rofe  by  an  afcending  Hill: 

In  the  inmoft  Part  is  a  Stone  appearing  not  much  above 
the  ftr  face  of  the  Earth,  and  lying  towards  the 
Eafl  4  Feet  Broad  and  16  in  length;  whether  an  Al- 
tar or  no,  I  leave  to  the  Judgment  of  others.

The  Amphitheatre  at  Rome,  (in  its  pre- 
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fent  State)  commonly  called  the  Co- 
loffeum;  was  begun  by  Vefpafian  and 
finiftied  by  Titus  his  Son. 

Twelve  Thoufand  Jews,  brought  Slaves  from  Jerufalem, 
worked  at  it,  and  Ten  Millions  of  Crowns  were 
fpent  on  the  Building,  Said  by  Vittore  to  contain 
Eighty-feven  Thoufand  Spedators  to  fee  Battles  by 
Gladiators,  and  of  Wild  Beafts;  particularly  the 
Martyrdom  of  many  Saints.— Titus  for  one  Hundred 
Days  fucceffively  gave  Feafts,  varying  each  Day,  m 
which  Time  Twenty  Thoufand  Animals  of  different 
Sorts  were  killed ;  this  Building  was  pardy  deftroyed 
by  the  Goths.
